election in 1962, made his recom ­ 
m endations in his annual m essage 
to the opening session of the New 
York Legislature. 
Rockefeller raised income taxes 
after taking office in 1959 and in­ 
stituted a payroll withholding sys­ 
tem . 
The revenue from income taxes 
for fiscal 1960-61 is expected to to­ 
tal more than $900 million, com ­ 
pared with $565 million in 1958 59, 
The refund the governor proposed 
today would total $90 million. 
The governor’s plans include: 
A $100-million program to com ­ 
bat unem ployment by attracting 
new industry to hard-hit areas; 
a $40-million increase in m edical 
care for the aged; a m ajor boost 
in 
highways 
and 
other public 
works projects; and m ore schol­ 
arships for high school graduates.

Americans To Depart 
Cuban Area Today 


HAVANA (A P)—The U.S. E m ­ 
bassy today made arrangem ents 
for the speedy exodus of Am eri­ 
cans from Cuba and urged all to 
depart in the wake of President 
Eisenhower’s 
decision 
to 
break 
diplom atic relations with the Fidel 
Castro government. 
The 
first 
wave 
of 
departing 
diplom ats 
and 
other 
Americans 
was expected this afternoon. 
An 
unusually 
courteous 
note 
from the Cuban government, how­ 
ever, 
suggested 
t^ere 
was 
no 
need for haste. 
It pledged 
t h e 
‘‘most 
absolute 
guarantees” 
of 
safety for all American citizens 
—residents, 
tourists 
and 
diplo­ 
m ats alike. 
The note, delivered 
after the 
Cabinet in an em ergency 
m eet­ 
ing 
had 
considered the W h i te 
House 
announcement 
of

break, also offered to extend ihe 
48 hour period given all but ll 
m em bers of t^e em bassy staff to 
get out of Cuba. 
The 48-hour pe­ 
riod expires ^his afternoon. 
It further em phasized the am en­ 
ities by offering “ in concordance 
with the norm s of international 
right, every kind of facility” for 
the rem oval of the em bassy’s of­ 
fice equipm ent and other proper­ 
ty. 
The Castro governm ent said it 
in turn would withdraw its dip­ 
lom atic personnel from the United 
States as speedily as possible and 
turn its representation in the Unit­ 
ed 
States 
over 
to 
Communist 
Czechoslovakia’s diplomats. 
The Am erican colony in Cuba 
is estim ated at between 500 and 
2,000. The em bassy urged all to 
leave unless they have “ com pel­ 
ling reasons” to remain. 
There was no im m ediate rush 
of agitated Americans to the em ­ 
bassy, however, and m any were 
expected to rem ain in Cuba. Sev­ 
eral sm all 
American businesses 
have escaped the nationalization 
that has wiped out most of the 
billion-dollar 
American 
invest­ 
ment in Cuba. A num ber of A m er­ 
icans still here are m arried to 
Cubans and have lived here for 
years.

IDAHO FALLS, Idaho (A P) — 
A new-style nuclear reactor blew 
up Tuesday 
night, 
killed 
three 
men and touched off a high level 
of deadly radiation in a building 
at one of A m erica’s m ajor atom ic 
testing stations. 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
qiuckly sealed off the area and 
said there was no danger to other 
parts of the station or Idaho Falls, 
a city of 34,000 persona 40 miles 
away. 
But the building Itself was so 
“ radioactively hot” that only one 
of the three bodies could be re 
covered in the first nine hours 
after the blast. 
A team of radiological experts, 
eerie looking in their baggy white 
suits with heavy protective shoes,

A m erican’s indiscrim inate use of aspirin 
tablets to the point where the favorite 
Am erican diet is som etim es described as 
steak, aspirin and a tooth pick. 
Aspirin is a com m on house hold m edicine 
and m edical science is constantly finding 
new uses for it, but it has a serious com pet­ 
itor now in tranquilizers as the num ber 
one obsession of a self - treating public. 
Forty million tranquilizer tablets are 
consum ed annually in the United States, 
many on no m ore professional advice than 
that of the taker who finds them com fort­ 
ing. Medicine is using tranquilizers for 
m any ailm ents, particularly in new aven­ 
ues of treatm ent for m ental ills. 
But thousands of persons are taking 
tranquilizers daily with no more thought 
of the effect than they would give to a vit­ 
am in pill or a piece of candy. 
There is danger in overusage of tran­ 
quilizers not prevalent in mild pain reliev­ 
ers or vitam in compounds which m akes 
their indiscrim inate use of greater con­ 
cern. That is the relaxation of natural 
d a n g e r signals present in the body to warn 
of physical trouble, a corresponding re-

By escaping the cause of their 
discom fort, they also elude a cure. There 
is the additional d a n g e r that a popu­ 
lation accustom ed to taking tranquilizers 
at pleasure m ay d e v e l o p s type of soc­ 
ial habit with greater potential harm than 
uncontrolled sm oking or drinking. 
Tranquilizing agents are a useful add­ 
ition to the arsenal of m edicines, but they 
will not prove beneficial to hum anity if 
used as a crutch to hold back reality.

Bainbridge Youth, 20,

H ILLSBO RO , Ohio (A P )—High­ 
land County officials say reports

shades of feeling 
in 
regard to 
slavery, and its leading candidate 
for the nomination, Sen. Stephen 
A. Douglas, of Illinois, was eager­ 
ly trying to find a middle-of-the- 
road approach. 


Douglas had the strange notion 
that the country had important 
things to do and that it ought to 
get 
on 
with 
the 
job 
without 
wasting all of its energies in the 
argument over slavery; he said 
quite frankly that he himself did 
not 
care 
whether 
slavery 
was 
voted up or down, just as long 
as it w’as somehow disposed of. 
That was exactly Sen. Douglas’s 
problem. 
He 
wanted 
a 
com­ 
promise approach at a time when 
nobody wanted to compromise. He 
was in an old-fashioned political 
fight, 
involving 
nothing 
much 
loftier than a struggle for party 
control; but he was also caught 
up in the fact that too many 
people had taken 
extreme 
posi­ 
tions and refused to hear any talk 
of compromise. Consider what the 
senator 
from 
Illinois 
was 
up 
against. 


Leaders from the cotton South 
wanted a flat declaration, in the 
party platform and from the lips 
of the candidate, in favor of the 
extreme 
proslavery’ 
position— 
slavery was untouchable, and the 
question of restraining or modi­ 
fying the institution in any way 
must not even be discussed 
Douglas and the Northern Demo­ 
crats would accept nothing of the 
kind. They wanted a broad state­ 
ment of the kind which ordinarily 
is dear to the politician's heart— 
something that w’ould 
mean al­ 
most anv thing anyone wanted it 
to mean, on the ground that if 
this problem could just be side­ 
tracked for a few years it would 
eventually come down to man­ 
ageable proportions. Under pres­ 
sure from 
Southern 
proslavery 
extremists, they were also under 
pressure from Northern anti-slav­ 
ery 
extremists. 
Somewhere 
be­ 
tween 
the 
extremes, 
they 
be­ 
lieved. the coming election could 
be won. 
Usually, in such a situation, a 
political 
convention 
blows 
off 
steam for a time and then works 
something 
out. 
This 
time 
that 
proved 
impossible; 
instead 
of 
blowing off steam, this convention 
built up an unendurable pressure 
—and. in the end. broke squarely 
in half. The Northern half of the 
party 
nominated 
Sen. 
Douglas, 
and the Southern half nominated 
John C. Breckinridge of Kentucky. 
It 
immediately 
became obvious 
that as a result the Republicans 
were going to win the election. 
The Republicans guided them­ 
selves accordingly. Convening in 
Chicago, they did not bother with 
much debate. Declaring flatly that 
1 slavery 
was 
wrong 
and 
must 
eventually 
go, 
they 
nominated 
Abraham 
Lincoln 
and 
set 
out. 
with immense singleness of pur­ 
pose to pick up the victory which 
the Democrats 
had 
dropped in 
their laps 
Now another party took form— 
the 
Constitutional 
Union 
party, 
which 
wanted 
lo 
preserve 
the 
Union and nominated John Bell 
of Tennessee, with a platform call­ 
ing simply for reverence to the 
Constitution and the federal union 
—a creed to which almost any­ 
body could subscribe, And then 
the campaign got under way. 
The 
campaign 
shed 
no 
light 
whatever, because nobody wanted 
to talk about the one shattering 
issue. 
Lincoln 
refused 
to 
make any 
speeches at all, on the ground that 
his position 
already 
was clear, 
i Bell upheld the Constitution and 
expressed the hope that brothers 
would not quarrel 
Breckinridge 
defied anyone to show that he had 
ever said one word against the 
Union and then lapsed into a si­ 
lence 
as all embracing 
as 
Lin­ 
coln’s. Sen 
Douglas did try to 
make a debate out of it; he made

Views on Television-Radio

NEW YORK (A P ) — Television 
grew up so fast it jumped in a 
little over a decade from infancy 
to giant size. 
In the process it 
alm ost overnight grew too big for 
its 
britches 
or, 
perhaps 
more 
accurately, its swaddling clothes. 
Over the years, particularly in 
New 
York, 
the 
three 
networks 
have been trying to get television 
decently tailored—enough studios, 
stags 
and 
rehearsal space. 
The 
Hollywood TV facilities of network 
television have been m agnificently 
expanded—one reason that it has 
looked as if Los Angeles would 
monopolize the production end of 
the industry as shows moved wpst, 
In New York City where rents 
are high and space is at a pre­ 
mium, the networks have convert­ 
ed radio studios to TV by crowd­ 
ing in cam eras and other cum ber­ 
som e equipm ent. They have rent­ 
ed and bought theaters for the 
shows which use audiences. R e­ 
hearsals have been and are held 
in all sorts of places, from offices 
to rented banquet halls. Perform ­ 
ers 
and 
crew s 
have 
grumbled 
about the inconvenient, out-of-the- 
way locations of rehearsal halls. 
While the N ew York facilities 
are 
still 
inadequate, 
they 
are 
gradually getting better. Each net­ 
work either leases or owns two 
or three theaters for its network 
variety and audience participation 
shows — Perry 
Comos. 
Garry 
Moore’s; Ed Sullivan’s “The Price 
is 
R i g h t 
W hat’s 
My 
Line’’ 
and the Johnny Carson Show, for 
instance. 
NBC has two huge studios in 
Brooklyn which pretty well take 
care 
of 
their 
eastern-produced 
dram atic 
shows 
and 
specials. 
ABC has a center with five studios 
in midtown. CBS has augmented 
its 
headquarters 
studios 
w'ith 
others in a rem odeled meeting-hall 
building. 
Nowr, 
however, CBS wants to 
bring under one roof seven studios 
and com plete production facilities. 
If the plan goes through, the new 
building would lie finished in 1964. 
At least this indicates the CBS 


still plans to produce shows in 
New York. And, perhaps, if New 
Yorks production facilities reach 
a point where they are on a par 
with those of Hollywood, w e might 
lie treated to a return of those 
stim ulating, 
live 
dramas 
which 
were 
once

DAYTON, Ohio (APT—“ He’s go­ 
ing to kill m e!’ a woman scream ­ 
ed 
A few minutes later, the wo­ 
man, riddled by seven bullets, was 
dead. 
And 
her slayer lay 
mortally 
wounded near her, shot down by 
the gun of a traffic policeman. 
This was the result of a violent 
argument Tuesday at the Delco 
plant here. 
The woman was 45-year-old Mrs. 
Nancy Welch, a divorcee from 
Vandalia. The 
man was David 
Lowry, 36. of Rt. I, Fairborn. 
The incident occurred as Mrs 
Welch, an employe of Delco, was 
leaving work. 
Lowry, who reportedly had been 
seeing Mrs. Welch for five years, 
was waiting for her in a doorway. 
An argument ensued, and Lowry, 
a married man with three 
hil- 
dren, forced her into his car. 
Her scream of “ He’s going to 
kill me” prompted a bystander to 
run to the com er where Patrol­ 
man R. S. McKafee was directing 
traffic. He ran to the parking lot 
as Lowry was backing out his car. 
McKafee fired a couple of shots 
at the tires of Lowry’s car. Lowry 
returned the fire. 
Investigators said that during 
the battle Lowry shot Mrs. Welch, 
fired at McKafee, aDd McKafee 
emntied his Pun at Lowry. 
W’hile McKafee was reloading 
his pistol, Lowry fell out of tne 
car, fatally wounded. 
An autopsy showed that a bullet 
from McKafee * gun killed Lowry, 
who was shot three times.

hundredth anniversary of every­ 
thing that took place from Fort 
Sumter to Appoamtox ore than 
four years later. 
Historians now seem generally 
agreed that if “ both sides" had 
known in 1861 what a torturous 
road lay ahead, the tragic convul­ 
sion of the War Between the Stat­ 
es probably never would have been 
started at all. Not so with the cen­ 
tennial: everybody north and sou­ 
th of the Mason Dixon line is going 
into it with eyes wide open. 
No less than 60 major observan­ 
ces are scheduled for this year 
along.

It would authorize every person 
unable to get a job through nor­ 
mal employment channels “to re­ 
port for assignment to such an ad­ 
ministration where such jobj as 
reforestation, irrigation and recla* | 
mation, soil conservation, fire and I 
flood control, river and harbor de- j 
velopment and repair and such 
other as may be needed for the 
health and safety of th® nation 
could be undertaken.” 
Wilson said such an administra­ 
tion could leave room for incen­ 
tive for each person to resume his 
former job when business condi­ 
tions permit, while insuring food, 
clothing and shelter for dependents 
of those employed by the adminis­ 
tration during times of unemploy­ 
ment. 
This agency, W’ilson 'laid, would 
develop long-range plans to en­ 
able the government to insure 
every citizen against loss of in­ 
come by providing means of live 
lihood in times of economic stress.
